TUE INVENTIONS OF A YOUTH FROM THE BACK­ 
WOODS OF OREGON— A XOTABLE IMPROVEMENT 
IN THE STEAM ENGINE— THE TELEGRAPH ON 
BOARD THE STEAM CARS. 


San Francisco Chronicle, llth. 
A caveat was recently filed in the Patent- 
office at W ashington for a new motive power, 
which, in the opinion of experienced engi­ 
neers and scientific gentlemen who have ex­ 
amined the working model, will not supplant 
he present steam engines in use but largely 
increase the uses to w hich machinery can be 
applied with profit. 
Strange to say, this in­ 
vention which promises such great results is 
the product of a boy but eighteen years of 
age, who was boru and reared in the back­ 
woods of Oregon. 
THE YOUTHFUL INVENTOR. 
Frauk G. Crouch is the name of the young 
genius. 
IIÍ3 father settled on a farm in Doug­ 
las County over tweuty years ago, and the on­ 
ly educational advantages enjoyed by the 
young man were those aflorded by the coun­ 
try school. 
At a very early age ho demon­ 
strated^. wonderful ingenuity in the construc­ 
tion of wiiul-miils and water-wheels. 
Before 
be was ten years of age lie built a toy saw­ 
mill, which was the wonder of the inhabitants 
for miles around. 
Natural philosophy and 
chemistry were his favorite studies, not only 
faithfully followed in school, but fairiy reveled 
in out of school hours. 
lie was constantly 
testing the theories ot the book by actual ex­ 
periments, and produced results which aston­ 
ished his elders. 
The frivolous amusements of 
other children he turned from, and his entire 
time was occupied not only in practically dem­ 
onstrating what he saw in print, but in en­ 
deavoring to improve upon the original. 
A BORN GENIUS. 


Up to four years ago, when he went with his 
father to Portland, he had never seen a tele­ 
graphic instrument, yet instead of having its 
operation explained to him he astonished the 
operator with a more profound elucidation of 
its workings than the operator himself could 
have given. 
Upon his return home lie con­ 
structed an instrument, made a battery, and 
in a rude way could telegraph with it. 
He 
came near losing his life at this period, from 
the strength of a battery which he had con­ 
structed, receiving a shock which laid him up 
for a month. 
Tn this connection it may be 
stated that this young man lias perfected a 
system of telegraph whereby m essages may be 
sent and received on board a train of cars, 
whether standing still or moving at the rale 
of fifty miles an hour. 
The young man fully 
explained this system to a Chronicle reporter, 
showing plainly that it is feasible, but as his 
application for a [latent is not yet filed it wo’d 
be unfair to make it public. 
This" system also 
renders collssions imposible and greatly re­ 
duces the chances of accidents of all kinds.— 
It has been tested on twelve miles of road and 
found to work like a charm. 


ANOTHER OF n iS INVENTIONS, 
from which his friends and practical machin­ 
ists expect great results, is a self-regulating 
water feed, 
to be applied to boilers. 
The 
great majority of explosions which occur are 
caused by the water getti-ig low through the 
carelessness of engineers. 
By this arrange­ 
ment the water in the boiler will always be 
kept at a certain height, rendering explosions 
impossible, requiring no attention from the 
engineer and dispensing with the water* 
guages. 
Among all the inventions to which this 
young man lias applied his attention, tbo one 
which lie was most desirous of bringing before 
the public was his new steam engine. 


STRUGGLES OF GENIUS. 


IBs father, who is a plain, practical farmer, 
endeavored to turn his attention from machin­ 
ery and electricity to the everyday life of the 
farm, but finally lie was persuaded by the con­ 
stant nnd unceasing importunities of t’.-.e youth 
to go with him to Portland and endeavor to 
get some capitalist to supply the money to 
bring out the inventions of the boy. 
They 
met with poor success in Portland, and the 
father, whose means are limited, endeavored 
to persuade his son to return home. 
The 
young man would not listen to such a propo­ 
sition, and finally induced his father to come 
on down to San Francisco. 
They met with 
poor succe’3 here at first, but young Crouch 
finally succeeded in getting a miniature model 
of his engine manufactured. 
He took it down 
to San Jose, where several old friends of the 
Crouch family reside. 


THE YOUNG INVENTOR'S SUCCESS WITII HIS WON­ 


DERFUL STEAM EN G IN E. 
At Judge Hester’s residence, on the Alame­ 
da road, the little engine, with but two-inch 
cylinder and two-inch stroke, was applied to 
a large straw-cutter, ordinarily worked by a 
very strong mule. 
It easily bandied the ma­ 
chine, and accomplished work which the mule 
could not, cutting off grapevines and barrel 
hoops as readily as straw. The mule was sub­ 
stituted for the little engine, and brought to a 
dead stop when these things were put in the 
machine.

now being constructed at a machine shop in 
this city, which will lie in operation this week. 
THE MERITS OF THE INVENTION. 
The merit claimed for the new engine is 
that by il steam is converted into a wonder­ 
fully expansive gas. by being superheated in 
combination with air, thus giving to a com­ 
paratively small engine groat power. 
By this 
arrangement the main obstacle which has pre­ 
vented the application of machinery to many 
purposes will be overcome, and the steam car­ 
riage for common roads made practical. 
A 
great saving in fuel, as well as weight, is also 
secured by the invention of young Crouch.— 
The engine and boiler are combined, and an 
engine of forty-horse power will not take up 
a space of six feet square.

[t is creditable to the common pense of the 
people of the south that the recent silly speech 
of Jeff. Davis at White Sulphur Springs is very 
generally condemned—at least by the larger 
and more reasonable class. 
It is evident that 
the thinking men pf the south realize that the 
true way to regain Its prosperity Is to promote 
harmony and good feeiing, and not stir up old 
animosities or revive dead issues. 


The last prominent case of defalcation, 
this time on the part of two bank officials In 
our neighboring city of Albany, w as yesterday, 
when first announceu, presented to the readers 
of The Freeman. 
The features of the case, so 
far as known, were the old story of speculating 
and folly. 
The haste to get rich at a jump 
without slow, hard toil; the seductive specula­ 
tive mania of the times; and tho propensity 
to divert and use trust fuuds,— how many 
reputations are thus wrecked, and how much 
human misery and remorse are thus caused! 


Americau skilled mechanics are at a de­ 
cided discount in our land. 
There is a demaud 
for them, but, owing to the false social notions 
of too many young men, the want remains 
nnsupplied. 
Resort is consequently had in 
the main to artisans of direct foreign lineage, 
which is chiefly susceptible of criticism from 
the fact that first class operatives mo3t usually 
fail to emigrate. 
Still while such numbers of 
native young meu prefer the unwholesome, 
poorly paid store, counting room and bank, 
and at the same time Trades Unions limit arbi­ 
trarily the number of apprentices to be taken, 
the most must be made of existing facts, in­ 
cluding frequent bnngling work from half 
trained operatives, for which high prices are 
invariably charged. 


Less newspaper comment than customary 
of late has been given to the American girl 
of the period. 
For all that the subject is not 
“ played out,” nor will it end until thatdubious 
return to ideas and practices of less soaring 
pretensions than now prevail. 
Beyond the 
growing extravagance in dress and habits, 
the worst feature of modern female culture 
come3 from impaired health, the natural re­ 
sults of over idling and too little aptitude for 
obeying any laws but fashion’s tyrannous de­ 
crees. 
Fair but frail, constitute the usual 
comments passed upon tho far largest portion 
of our young ladies; which the appearance of 
most of them in after life, when they ought to 
be in their very prime of health and looks, 
does seemingly amply justify. 


The Ohio colored people who met at Chilli- 
cothe did a very sensible thing when they 
voted that they did not “ belong” to any party, 
but would vote as their conscience and inter­ 
ests dictated. 
This of course was a declara­ 
tion that the Republican party did not own 
them, and though they acknowledged the obli­ 
gations they were under to that party, they 
claimed the right to act independently in 
politics. 
This did not suit the Radical whip- 
pcrs-in, so they called another meeting at 
Cincinnati, and amid a great deal of confusion, 
managed to get revolutions passing condemn­ 
ing the action of the Chillicothe meeting. 
The colored people of Ohio and elsewhere 
ought to have their eyes open to the tricks of 
the politicians and from the Chillicothe action 
we think they begin to realize that indepen­ 
dence is their truest and safest course. 


The death of the engineer of a railroad train 
which struck a horse and carriage and killad 
two men and the horse at Rochester was re­ 
markable. 
The sudden and sickening sight 
of his engine spattered with blood and braius 
so'shocked him that he fell, fainting, and soon 
after died. 
There is a pathos in the occur­ 
rence, particularly when we recoil'd that the 
engineer was not to blame and reflect how 
different his case is from too many men simi­ 
larly employed. 
The death of a man from an 
overwhelming horror at having caused the 
death of others is a circumstance we d >n’t 
often have the opportunity oí relating. 
If 
such were the usual accompaniments of disas­ 
ters where human carelessness was the cause 
we imagine fatal accidents would be less fre­ 
quent, for the sensibility that would kill a man 
who thought himself responsible for the death 
of others would be an influence to restrain 
him from risking their lives at any time. 
We 
are sure such men as poor Day would i ever 
knowingly venture in the way of possible dis­ 
aster.

We presume that it is beyond tho power of 
Omnipotence so to adjust the balance of things 
that a respectable minority would cease to 
grumble and make fools of themselves. 
At 
least the proceedings of a parcel of silly dark­ 
ies in Washington lend a strong color to this 
theory. 
Prof. R. T. Greener leans an organi­ 
zation in that city entitled as above, secret in 
its character, and having for its object the 
protection of the rights of colored men and the 
election to office of none buL negroes. 
When 
Noah collected his world-reuowued menagerie 
in the ark he must have had more than the 
necessary number of donkeys and asses. They 
have, also, obeyed the command to be fruitful 
and multiply much more faithfully than any 
other breed of beasts 
Now what iti the name 
of Baalam do these donkeys at the capital ex­ 
pect to make by such a movement as the one 
described? 
Manifestly so far as the move­ 
ment goes, they have everything to lose. The 
proportion of white to colored voters in that 
city is about as three to one; and every white 
man will oppose Prof. Greener and his dark- 
lantcrn politicians. 
Besides, this is a repub­ 
lican government if it is anything, and all 
classes and colors of people must flourish to­ 
gether or die separately. 
This principle indi­ 
cates Sambo’s only chance, or P at’s. 
Tho 
continuation here of the customs and feuds of 
Ihe nations of their birth by Irishmen and 
others, so far a3 they tend to prevent our own 
national consolidation, is a nuisance and an 
anomaly. 
Greener is greener than black 
should ever be. It is the line of decomposition. 


H o r s e K a c iu g a n d ( ¿ a m b lin g . 
The Springfield Republican lia3 inaugurated 
a tight against the gambling carried on at 
horse trots and in an article on the Hampden 
Park races, which have just closed, gives the 
managers thereof some sound and sensible 
advice. 
It says of them : 
In declining to attempt the exclusion of 
pool-selling from its grounds this year, it lias 
been guilty of a feeble and utterly unnecessary 
surrender to the gambling gentry who have 
well-nigh killed off honest sport from tho face 
of the earth; if this surrender be duplicated 
next year, wo have a strong impression, 
amounting to a conviction, that the members 
of the association will regret it. 
They dis­ 
parage themselves, their reputation, their un­ 
rivaled track, the iiorse-owners and the public, 
when they say that the pool-selling is essential 
to the success of the races. 
Let them try tho 
experiment of getting along without it for a 
«ingle year, and see how they come oul. 
Un­ 
til they test the m atter in this way, they have 
no right to assume that there are not enough 
gentlemen in the United States who own good 
trotters, and enough gentlemen and ladies in 
this region who love to soo good trotting, to 
support a single absolutely clean race track, 
managed as the Hampden Park Association 
can manage it. 
In these remarks it hits the nail squarely 
on the head. 
Why. in order to ascertain 
which horse possesses the best bottom and 
the limbercst 
logs it is necessary that a 
gambling custom should be maintained is one 
of the things that must strike the curious and 
fair-minded man as matter of inquiry. 
That 
noble animal, the horse, is quite capable,under 
proper treatment, of being made the source of 
manly and honorable sport; but when it grows 
apparent that his good qualities are ouly so 
much stock in trade for a lot of gamble.s, 
honest people feel more and more like keeping 
• wav from the raco-jonrse.

der tbat Bonner refuses to let Dexter trot ou 
the race-course; any mau with a good horse 
and a fair reputatiou nowadays hesitates be 
fore associating himself with the class of meu 
who too generally rule there. 
Let the sport

animals and all equivocal practices bo rigidly 
excluded and it will become more reputable. 
In these fast day3 of belting and ambition to 
makemouey rapidly we fear reform is doubtful, 
however.

Tiie 
road for some distance ran along the banks of 
the Danube, and as the moon shone brightly, 
it noaloubt made the view much more beauti 
ful than it would have been by the light of tb 
sun. 
We passed through many cities, each of 
which arc noted in history; one of them, the 
city of Ems, the walls of which arc said lo 
have been built with the money received for 
the ransom of Richard Ca:ur de Leon. 
Mr. HayCS further says in a private letter that 
he is gelling to lie tougli as a nut and has been 
well during the whole journey. 
He is very 
■ much tanned; does nearly all the hnsiuess of 
the party, being their secretary. 
Mr. Hayes 
thinks it is really astouishing what powers of 
endurance one has when traveling, for lie can 
slaiul almost any amount of fatigue.

Lctlrr From si Kingston Youtli T rav- 
c lin g in Europe. 
A other interesting letter has been received 
from Mr. Gus Ilayes of this city, who is trav­ 
eling in Europe. 
Mr. Hayes has visited near­ 
ly all the noted places of Europe, and has 
made u tour of Vienna, visiting the Exposi­ 
tion several times. 
He writes as follows:— 
We arrived at Dresden safely, having passed 
through a very heavy rain storm ou the route, 
aud made a \ isit to the Green Vault in the 
Royal Palace. 
There are some eight rooms 
that contain a vast collection of artistic ob­ 
jects, perhaps the richest of the kind in Eu­ 
rope. 
There arc bronzes, ivory carvings, 
mosaics, shells, corals, figures in gold and 
silver, engraved stones, carvings in wood, ala­ 
baster figures, and those of wood and wax.— 
A beautiful figure was a carved piece of ivory, 
one foot by six inches, that contained hun­ 
dreds of figures of men and women at differ­ 
ent occuprtions. Wo saw a pearl large as a ' 
lien's egg, and a piece of onyx 6 2-3 inches 
by 2j inches. 
After this visit we returned to 
the hotel, and in a long walk at night saw a 
great deal of the city, with a fine view of (lie 
river Elbe. 
On Thursday,the 30th of Jul , we 
visited the picture gallery, and there saw one 
of Raphael’s paintings, the “ Madonna,” which 
is the gem of the collection. 
There was also a 
fine painting by Rembrant. 
Had a sail up 
the Elbe, and saw the King’s summer resi­ 
dence. 
There were many gondolas on the 
stream and the scenery is especially fine. The 
mountains are studded with houres and cas­ 
tles, which give them a very picturesque ap­ 
pearance. 
On Friday the 1st of August we 
had the pleasure of meeting Willie Dubois of 
Rondoul, whom we found standing in front of 
the hotel. 
After exchanging congratulations 
and a short talk we parted, but met again 
and passed the evening together. 
On tlie 2d, 
we 
left Dresden 
and 
journeyed 
toward 
Prague, passing through the beautiful valley 
of the Elbe, where the scenery in gome 
places is very line. 
This country is called the 
Saxon Switzerland; on the tops of the high 
mountains could he seen the old cuatíes 
so famed in romance and history. 
One of 
these was the castle of Prince Lobkowits, in 
which it is claimed Rienzi, the Tribune, was 
confined. 
We soon finish our rambles in 
Prague, and the 3d of August found us, very 
tired, in Vienna. 
On Monday the 4th wo 
visited St. Stephen’s Cathedral, which was 
erected in 1359. 
One of the towers is 145 feet 
in height. “ From one of the pulpits a crusade 
was preached against the Turks. 
We also 
saw the tomb of Frederick IH. 
On Tuesday 
we paid a visit to the Exposition, and found 
its length 750 metres, while it was some 350 
feet to the top of the rotunda. 
We managed 
to make a tour of the main huildiug in one 
day, but it was necessarily done hurriedly. 
It 
is impossible to tell what we saw there. 
The 
finest display perhaps is made lay Austria, 
China, Egypt and Russia. 
We saw a set of 
jewelry owned by Hie Countess Dudley valued 
at $1,100,000. 
What should she do with 
them? We looked carefully for the Van Deu- 
sen Pro's’ samples, but could only find one lone 
pint bottle of wintergreen! 
There was a grand review at this place of 
some 50,000 soldiers; the Shah was present, 
and a great many other notables. 
We paid a 
visit to the church of the Augustines, aud 
there saw a piece of sculpture lay Cunova. 
Near lay was a number of silver vases iu which 
arc deposited the hearts of the Princes and 
rriucesses of Austria. 
We managed to find 
our way iu the Treasurer’s Chamber without a 
pass, and there saw the coronutiou regalia of 
Charlemagne (so said) aud those of the Emper­ 
ors of Austria, Napoleon I. aud the King of 
Italy. There was a great diamond that weighed 
1334 carats, and an emerald that weighed 
2,780 carats.

After having reached tln> summit, provis­ 
ions rich and plenty .were placed upon moth­ 
er earth’s lap and I can assure you that 110 
bashfulness or any kind of timidity interfered 
with our diligence in fortifying the outward 
man. 
Lunch beta" over the banner cere­ 
mony began. 
The flag was raised, fastened 
to a pole from 30 to 40 feet high, and can be 
easily seen by hundreds of the inhabitants of 
Ulster, Delaware and Greene counties.

II the leg islatu re be in session, he shall 
tran sm it to the house in w hich th e bill o riginated a 
copy of such sta te m e n t, and th e item s objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. 
If, on reconsid­ 
eratio n , ouc or m ore of such item s be approved by 
tw o-thirds of the m em bers elected to each house, 
th e sam e shall be part of the law , n o tw ith stan d in g 
tlie objections of the g o vetnor. All the provisions
